IMPORTANT TO WESTERN STATES 


Strength of the Nicaragua Canal 


Bill Disclosed by a 


Test Vote. 


WASHINGTON, January 14.—The eenate 


today passed the measure known as the 
free homestead bill which haa been un- 
der discussion since the holiday receee. 
It ia a measure of far reaching import- 
ance, particularly to the weetern elates, 
and the interest in it was ahown by the 
fact that a plank concerning it.was a 
feature of tiia several national plat- 
forma. The effect of the bill ia to open 
to settlement all the public lands ac- 
quired from Indiana, free of payment to 
the governmpnt beyond the minor office 
fees and to release from payment those 
who have heretofore settled on those 
lands. The number of acres involved, 
according to an estimate made by the 
commissioner of the general land office 
1833,257,541, which would have yielded 
the government, at the prices heretofore 
established, $35,343,006. To offset this 
etatement it was brought oat during the 
debate that the lands were mainly arid 
end that those who had settled upon 
them were unable to make payment by 
reaeon of the scanty products of the soil. 
The western senators, in the main, fav- 
ored the bill as an extension of the gen- 
eral homestead policy of the govern- 
ment. 
The opposition was directed 


mainly by Mr. Platt of Connecticut and 
Mr. Vilas of Wisconsin. Aa the bill 
passed in the house it covered "only the 
lands acquired from Indiana in Okla- 
homa, but as passed today the bill in- 
cludes all Indian lauds. The final vote 
taken by agreement at 4 p.m. showed a 
decisive majority in favor of the meas- 
nre. 


Mr. Teller, Republican of Colorado, 


said that the bill would help build up 
the West, while the defeat of the meas- 
ure would result in the humiliating 
spectacle of the United States turning 
these settlers from their homes. 


Mr, Teller spoke in impassioned tones 


of a tendency to grant millions to a 
favored interest and withhold the email 
pittance from the settlers.

According to the Press adviceg the

On Janu- 
ary 5th he reached the city, which waa 
well fortified. Gomez sent the irifantry, 
under General Rabi, to the west of the 
City. The cavalry, 4000 strong, unBer 
Quintin Handera, was placed on the 
other three aides, its main strength be- 
ing on the west. On the 6th, 7th and 
Sth there were akirmiahes, General 
Luque, commander of the garriaon, be- 
ing wounded oa the latter day. On the 
9th at daybreak tho Cubans closed in on 
the town, the cavalry charging over the 
Spanish earthworks and putting the 
enemy to flight. Bandera fell while 
leading bis n^en and died noon after. 


Gomez gave his men only a night's

The Harrison bill, which embodies the 


BUggeatlona made to congress by ex- 
President Harrison, names the secreta- 
ries of the treasury and the interior and 
the attorney general to conatitute ihe 
commission.- A suggestion was made 
that there ahould be a commission of 
men not government official R appointed 
by the President, it being argued that 
the cabinet officers would not nave time 
to engage in the negotiations. 


Another suggestion was that the sec- 


retary of the interior and the attorney 
general, with three other neraons, one 
selected by the President and one by 
each of the two cabinet officers, consti- 
tute the commission. 


Mr. Harrison aaid today that his bill 


probably would be amended to give the 
government commission authority to 
'orecloBB upon the roads in case it fails 
to make a settlement with them. Thia 
change waa suggested recently by ex- 
Secretary Hoke Smith, who took an 
iptive part in the Pacific railroad ques- 
ion, when in office. One point pro- 
vided for by Mr. Harrison's bill, on 
which he ie insistent, ia that all the tes- 
imony taken by the commission shall 
10 given under oath.

Bacon of Georgia Declares Congrres 


Has the Right to Itecognize 


New Govern merits. 


WASHINGTON, January 13.—Secretary 


Olney was turned down by the senate it 
executive session today in his effort ti 
have the vote on the extradition treat 
iea between this country and the Orange 
Free Btato and the Argentine Republic 
reconsidered for the purpose of with- 
drawing the senate amendments. He 
waa beaten at every point. At the con- 
clusion of a two hours' session the sen- 
ate resolved to etond by its original de- 
cision not to accept tho treaties without 
the amendment protecting American 
citizens. The secretary had requested 
in a long letter that the senate amend- 
ments, making these treaties conform t( 
custom in these matters, by making it 
optional with this government whether 
ita own citizens ahould be extradited 
from thitj country, should bo withdrawn. 
Almost the entire session today »ua 
given to speeches by members of the 
committee on foreign relations, showing 
why there should be no change in the 
custom, which had, the speakers aaid, 
worked well for over a hundred years. 
Speeches were made by Senators Mor- 
gan, Davis and othere, and it was atatad 
that the committee stood as a unit in op- 
position to the innovation proposed by 
the secretary of atate. 


At the conclusion of those speeches 


the senate decided without division to 
allow ita previous vote, to ratify the 
treaties without amendment, to stand, 
thus ignoring the necretary'0 request, 


A resolution by Mr. Stewart of Ne- 


vada was agreed to, instructing the 
committee on mines to report on the 
best means of securing complete statia- 
;ica of the output of American minea. 
Tho house bill was passed enabling the 
town of Flagstaff, Ariz., to issue bonds 
to the amount of $65,000 for a water 
system.

sovereignty, and that as recognition was 
a sovereign act, it properly belonged to 
the law-making branch. The views o 
Secretary Seward, upholdingthii princi- 
ple, were cited. The onlj exclusive sov- 
ereign power of the President was in 
granting pardons. The recognition of 
foreign governments heretofore given by 
the President had become effective, Mr. 
Bacoii said, through the silent acquiea 
cence of the law-making power. 


Mr. Bacon declared that the logical 


resnlt| of this claim of exclusive power 
in the President was to make him 
greater in arbitrary power than any 
monarch ' on earth. It would permit 
him, in case of a trifling uprising in 
Manitoba, to recognize a handful of peo- 
ple as constituting an actual govern- 
ment; while on the other hand, hecould 
withhold recognition from Cuba, al- 
though Cuban independence had bo- 
come an accomplished fact. But the 
Senator maintained that no such power 
wan given by the constitution to the 
President. In the moat public manner, 
Mr. Bacon eaid, the secretary of ctate 
had denifid the power of congress and 
had announced to the world that if con- 
gress adopted the Cuban resolution it 
would be vetoed by the President. It 
was practically an announcement to 
congress that its resolution, if acted 
upon, would bu thrown back in its face. 
Never before was such a defiance of con- 
gress presented, and if it was to stand 
without protest, there would be at least 
one conspicuous precedent for the as- 
sertion of exclusive executive power. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Bacon's 


speech, the senate at 5.10 p.m. ad- 
journed.

The senate in executive session today 


had up for a time the nomination of 
David R. Francis to be secretary of the 
interior.

Under this plan an artiller 
regiment ia to consist of a colonel, lieu 
tenant, three majora, twelve captains 
fourteen first lieutenants, twelve secom 
lieutenants, one sergeant major, on 
quartermaster eenreantj one chief muai 
cian, two principal lauaiciana and twelv 
batteries. Two batteries of each regi 
ment may be organized ai field artillei 
with additional enlisted oth'nera. 


Infantry regiraenta are to have th 


same otficera and to consist of twelv 
companies organized into three battal 
ions. Thft present organization of cav 
airy regimenta ia to be continued and 
all vacancies are to be filled by promo 
tion according to eeniority.

Who Killed Three Members 


of a Family. 


Si'uiet:, 5, 'C., January S.—Simon 


Cooper, tho negro outlaw who yester- 
day murdered three members of the 
Wilton family and a colored servant, 
was lynched near hero today. Cooper 
was'captured by the sheriff's posse and 
was being taken to Suniter when the 
mob decided to hang him. The deputy 
Bherin, aided by two men, resisted the 
lynchera but they were overpowered. A 
rope was throv.-n over the limb of a 
tree, aud as the man swung upward the 
body was pierceJ by more than 150 bul- 
lets. One bullet cut the fopa and the 
corpse fell to the ground where tte cor- 
oner found it eomehoura later. 


Coopfar was captured about noon in a 


cabin five miles from this place. 
He 


waa well armed with Winchesters and 
kept up a continuous fire. The house 
was C-UIP^ and on a hill in the open, BO 
tl-at !h. p..ie could not at first come 
Tiitnin rpige with any degree of safety. 


About noon, however, an advance was 


made and the posse closed in. After a 
parley Cooper came out. Aa he stepped 
out he was seized by the arme. Aa he 
atouii facias the crowd a shot was fired 
and 
Cooper dropped with a 
rifle 


ball through Ilia cheeks. He was not 
badly wounded, however, and as he 
rolled over made PI effort to get hia 
hand to his trousers. In his shirt a 
razor waa found, white beneath his 
tioueers band was a'loaded revolver. 
Cooper was drunk, and after the shot 
became almost unmanageable. 


A search of tho cabin revealed a Win- 


cheater ritle, two revolvers, a valise 
filled with cartridges and a number of 
flasks, some empty and others filled 
with whisky. On a pace torn from a 
blank took waa written : 


"Keuieoiber that 1 killed myself; 


there never was u man that could taka 
me. 
SIMON COOPER." 


Cooper waa placed in a wagon with 


two men, and the party stsrtod for 
town. Tho crowd of nearly 1CD men 
followed. There were rontterinEB of 
Ivnehine, about two miles from Sumter. 
Then the officers were overpowered and 
the negro lynched.

The court 
thereby upheld the action of the connty 
auditor in hia refusal to issue the war- 
rant for $7500 in payment for the road, 
which waa purchased by the Board oi 
Supervisors. 


Thia ends the case as far as the su- 


perior court ia concerned] but the 
plaintiff company may appeal to the 
supreme court. This move has not yet 
besn decided upon. 


JIK-'CH Webb sustained every ground 


eet forth by the diatrict attorney in the 
demurrer. Mr. Snow contended that 
the aectiona of the political code, accord- 
ing to which thu supervisor proceeded 
in purchasing the road, wero unconsti- 
tutional, because they are so framed 
that the manner in which toll roada can 
be purchased by the county is' not in 
conformity with the constitution rela- 
tive to the taking of property from pri- 
vate possession for public use. Then, 
conceding that these sections were con- 
titutional, the district attorney claimed 
that the general fund, out of which the 
board ordered the $7500 paid, could not 
be uaed for thin purpose, and .further, 
that the proceedings of the supervisors 
did nqt follow the provisions of the sec- 
tion a in regard to the report of the com- 
miasioners, who were appointed over a 
year ago to estimate the value of the 
road.

In the words of the 
criminate, "hanpm* ia played out, and 
the man who kills another haa lesa to 
fear than the man who commits a nign- 
wav robbery. 
The law haa lost its 


deterrent effects on those who are ready 
to kill their fellow man from Rteed or 
pasfiion, became it is not carried oat. II 
San FranciBCO had the same proportion 
oi murders as England there would be- 
but two or three per year. The .other 
forty ia the price we pay for the kind of 
administration of the law that regards 
the life of the criminal aa more valuable 
than the life of the innocent. '

euouzh. It attempts to make a local 
causa account for a general condition, 
and this cannot be done successfully. It 
happens that San Francisco's proportion 
o mnrders In 18% was, if anything, 
leas than that of the United States in 
general. San Francisco bad 43 mur- 
ders; the Unitedl6tateshadlO,6o2. Snp- 
poiiug thatlSan Francisco had 350,000 
population, as the Examiner does, there 
was one murder to every S139 of her Jn- 
habitanto. Supposing that the United 
States h»a 75,000,000 inhabitants, there 
•waa onelmurder to every 7041 of the peo- 
ple, The proportion of murder through- 
out the coontryawas about one-seventh 
greater than it was in the western 
metropolis. If there were proportion- 
ately fifteen times as many mnrdera in 
San Francisco as in London, there were 
seventeen . timea as many in tbe United 
Rtateslgenerally. If there were twenty- 
five times as many proportionately in 
our western city as in England and 
Wales, thwe were 
twenty-eight or 


twenty-nine timea aa many in the 
United States. 


The deplorable and reproachful condi- 


tion, then, is general in its nature. 
What is the cause? Broaden the Exam' 
«ier'«l?froot °I tne trouble," and yon' 
have it. The condition of affairs ifl due, 
not particularly to a lax administration 
of law in San Francisco, but to a lax 
adminiHtration o! it every where through- 
out tbn American republic. Either we 
muat accept this conclusion or we must 
admit that onra ia a vastly more crimi- 
nal andjmnrderoue people than are qur 
British cousins, and we will hardly ad- 
mit that the latter is the case. 


We of California are somewhat wont 


to decry our state courts, and it need not 


• be doubted that very frequently 
WB do 


it with much reason. But, while we are 
attempting to cleanse onr judicial gar- 
ment, it can do no barm to recognize 
that thelneed of such decrial IB general 
throughout the nation. A compara- 
tively lax administration of law gener- 
ally throughout the country gives to us 
twenty-eight times as many murders 
proportionately as Britain uas. There 
is need of protest against this condition 
of affairs, and it should be heard from 
every itate in tbe Union. 


THEBE ifl^one appeal for financial aid 


from a state institution which the legis- 
lature will do well to heed. It cornea 
from tbe State University. That insti- 
tution has outgrown its present quarters 
and facilities.

better laws, but the fact ia that the 
principal evils with, which we contend 
ara due to failure to enforce the laws 
that we have. We agitato, orate, and 
fairly howl for a certain enactment 
which is demanded for the remedy of 
gome wrong, and straightway when the 
legislature has responded to public 
clamor, we go to sleep and forget all 
about it and the law becomes a dead 
letter. The state law against selling 
cigarettes is a fair example. It waa a 
greatly needed law, and the demand 
which went tip for its enactment was 
well nigh universal. The other day the 
Ban FranciBco Post eent out a email boy 
supplied with money to buy cigarettes 
and test the efficiency of thelawaa admin- 
istered, • The boy went to eleven places 
where cigarettes are sold, and at ten of 
these places he was anpplied with cigar- 
ettes without hesitation. At one place 
only was he refused. Tbia ia a good 
law, and the people clamored and peti- 
tioned for its enactment, but they do 
not appear to care anything about 
whether it is enforced or not. They 
had their howl and are satisfied if they 
succeeded in attracting a little tem- 
porary attention. The Post, however, is 
doing well to call attention to. the law- 
breakers and tbe delinquency of those 
cho are entrusted with the enforcement 
of the law.

In the aggregate these 
obatrnctioriist3 own nearly 25 per cent 
of the distance between Fresno and 
Hanford. 
Through Hauford and Kings county 


everything is clear, little difficulty hav- 
ing biea met with in securing the ritrhJ 
of way. Aa soon as the right of way be- 
tween" this city and Hanford is obtainet 
the construction of the road will be 
pushed southward without further in- 
terruption. 


The company is desirous of having 


the track completed at least to Tulare 
by next season to take advantage of the 
Bummdr'e freighting. The people along 
the lino are equally ansiouB to have the 
road come aa soon as possible. Tne 
uuestiou of whether it 
will be put 


through b? nest summer or not depends 
upon what is accomplished by the offi 
ciaU on their present visit in regard to 
settling the differences oh land lying be 
tween this city and the river. If they 
are successful in closing the contracts 
for the right of war, then the road will 
be built &s far as Tolara. at least, during 
the coming season. 


If ?uti=factory settlements cannot ba 


made immediately, however, the time 


• of the continuation of the compet- 
ing road Eouth of Fresno will be a mat- 
ter of conjecture. In order to complete 
the'road to Talare by next summer the 
work of building it from this city must 
bo commenced at once." But the com- 
pany 33 determined not to turn another 
shovelful of earth until ail right of way 
matters have been settled. Their expe- 
rience thus far on this line has decided 
them nn this. If work cannot be re- 
sumed iu two or three weeks the road 
cannot be completed to Tulare by nest 
eaasoQ, and if this cannot be done the 
company will then be in no haeto to con- 
tinue operations, as it will have a whole 
year ntfore it. 


Thir? is the situation, which preeenta 


itself to Hanford and Talare and the 
people along this line. All depends 
npon the disposition of the property 
owners who are holding out against the 
new road between thia city and Han- 
ford. 
The result will 
probably he 


known in a few days. 


Vice President Watt was interviewee 


at the Hnghea hotel last evening by a 
REPUBLICAN representative, and he ia 
the authority for the important UBWB 
given above. 


"Of course," he said, "we cannot tell 


if we ahall be able to settle up the righl 
of way matters, and if we find that the 
only recource will bo condemnation 
proceedings, the construction of thE 
road south of Fresno will be delayed 
eome time. Not until we have the title, 
or the contract for it, for every foot ol 
ground ahead of us will we commence 
work. There are about half a dozen 
non-consenting owners between this 
city and Hanford, find they own the 
land tor abuut a quarter of tbe dis- 
tance. 


"Concerning right of way matters 


aloiitf the"Reedley route, they have not 
progressed as favorably as on the Han- 
ford eurvey, and things do not look very 
bright in that quarter. Through Talare 
county everything ia in readiness for 
tbe road, but a serious stumbling block 
has been met between Fresno anc 
Beedley. For the present we are direct 
ine our entire attention to tbe Hanford 
route. 
"We intend ultimately to boild on 


both these lines, and in fact are anxious 
to do so aa eoon as possible. But we do 
not propose to get ourselvea into any 
more predicaments, as we have done 
and will proceed carefully. Even if we 
begin to construct the track eoathwarc 
by way of Hanford within the next two 
or tbrea weeks, we cannot hope to get it 
farther than Tulare for next Beaaon'i 
business. But, then, we would be glad 
to do this. 


"We have qcite a quantity of mate 


rial for further tracklaying stored in oui 
yard in this city, and considerable more 
ia afloat between New York and San 
Fr&uciato. We have also let a large 
contract for ties, which can be furuishei 
on short notice if we should require 
them m tbe near future.

The charge was proved, bnt 
owing to palliating circumstances Gaz- 
zolo was given an opportunity to leave 
the county and stay away. 


Jf the story told by Gazzolo, who is au 


Italian, is true, ho ia a very much 
abused man and the wonder ia not that 
he threatened to take life but that he 
did not take life. John Lawler is the 
man who awore to thecomplaintagainal 
tbe Italian, and Lawler is also the 
author of Gazzolo's woes, according to 
the letter's stars. 


About a jear and a halt ago Gazzolo 


bie wife and his wife's sister were living 
on the coast. Bis eister-in-law madi 
the acquaintance of Lawler, who lived 
in tbe same place and an atUcbrneui 
sprung np between them. 


Gazzolo says that F.awler induced the 


girl to stray from the path of virtue 
and to live with him. Subsequently 
Lawler seemed to have: become tired of 
uiu conquest, and he used the girl to en- 
tice her Bister, Mrs. Gazzolo, to his 
houae. Mrs. Gazzolo also fell a victim 
to Lawler's wiles and left her hueband 
to live with Lawler. The sister-in-law 
according to Gszzoio, was induced to 
enter a house of ill fame by Lawler. 
Finding herself deserted afterwards, she 
committed euicide. 


Lawler and Mrs. Gazzolo came to this 


county and took up their residence on 
Pine Kidge, where Lawler is a laborer. 
A,few daye airo Gazzolo, who still loves 
hie wife, and ia willing to forgive her 
and take her home with him, cam( 
down from the city to see his wife anc 
persuade her to leave Lawler. He 
went to where the couple lived on Piue 
Ridge, but Lawler refused to allow the 
husband tn enter the house. There 
were words, and Gazzolo threatened to 
kill Lawler, who took the firet oppoi. 
tunity to have the Italian arrested. 


Frank Laning looked after GazEolo' 


interests at the examination yesterday 
with the result before stated. The at 
torney says Gazzoio speaks English very 
well and appears to be a man of some 
education. He has for some- time past 
been in tbe fish business in San Fran- 
cisco, and told Mr. Laningthat he made 
$100 a month. 


Like moat Italians Gazzolo is excita- 


ble, and when talking on the subject of 
hia troubles gives the observer the im- 
nression of being somewhat unbalanced 
and not altogether responsible. 
He 


strenuously maintains the troth of his 
charges against Lawler, however, bnt 
disclaims having intended to 
harm 


him. All ho wanted was to make his 
wife come back to him. 


Joseph Nee tor, by his attorney,George 


E. Church, yesterday liled with the 
county clerk an answer to the com- 
plaint filed against him by hia wife in 
an action to have their marriage an 
nulled. Mr?. Nestor, who waa formerly 
Miss Etta Joae, claims that Nestor ab- 
due'.ed her and took her to Hanford, 
j 


whero he breed her to marry him. A ! 
few days alter the ceremony the bride's 
mother found the couple and the daugh- 
ter returned to her parents' honif. She 
refused theroaftor to have anything to 
do with her husband. 


Mrs.Nestor then filed a suit in the su- 


perior court to have the marriage an- 
nulled on the ground that she waa an 
unwilling participant. 
Neator denies 


that he compelled Miss Jo?a tj marry 
him, and alleges that she was wedded to 
him of her own free will. 


In his answer tho defendant admita 


that he and the plaintiff were married 
at Hauford on December 15th last. Con- 
tinning, the answer reads: 
"But the defendant denies emphati- 


cally that said plaintiff waa induced or 
compelled to enter into tho marriage re- 
lation with this defendant at Hanford, 
or anywhere, on the said 15th day of 
December, 1896, or at auy time, by rea- 
son of duress, or menace, or fraud, or 
force, or onder undue influence of thU 
defendant; but alleges in that behalf 
that the plaintiff entered into the aaid 
marriage relation of her own free will 
and accord. And thia defendant par- 
ticularly denies that he did, by physical 
force, or any force or threats,, compel 
the plaintiff to leave the place where 
she wa? then reeidinc, viz., with her 
brother-in-law, George Carlisle, or to 
leave any place, or to accompany the 
defendant to Hanford or anywhere. 


"And this defendant emphatically de- 


nies that he threatened to Blander or 
ruin the good name of the plaintiff if ehe 
refused to enter into the marriage rela- 
tion with him, or threatened to elander 
or ruin her in any way or at all. And 
denies that through fear or menace the 
said plaintiff did enter into eaid mar- 
riage relation, or that her formal consent 
thereto was brought abaut by force or 
menace, or duress, or fraud of any kind 
or nature whatsoever on the part of said 
defendant in any way at all." 


The dofendant asfes the court for 


judgment that the plaintiff take nothing 
by reason of her action.

nearly $500, is the erection of » 9fl'l" 
fornia citrus arch on one ol the princi- 
pal avenuea of Washington. The de- 
sign, a rough sketch of which has 
been -prepared, provides1 that the col- 
umns, four iu number, shall be com- 
pletely enveloped with oranges ^anc 
lemons.

A Chaiiee For California to Extend 


Its Trade in I lie 


Orient. 


EIJITOB RerDBLiCAs:—Every rssder of 


the newspapers has. I suppose, read 
more or leas of late about the building 
of tho great Siberian railroad, and it will 
probably interest many of them to read 
something more concerning this great 
undertaking. 


The city of Tscheljabinsk is the ter- 


uiinua of tbis road on the east, and the 
city of Vladivostok or, in English, the 
"Queen of the East," is the western 
terminus. The enterprise is uot a new 
ni>e, however, as the writer of this was 


'ii during his stay in Siberia that some 


twenty years ago an American company 
lad made the proposition to the Russian 
lovemmeut to build a road through this 
rich and productive country, which 
>ffer was declined at that time, only to 
JB taken up by tbe government itself 
after BO many years. 


The total length of thia railway will bo 


about 80,000 kilometers, or about twice

tween the Atlantic*, and Pacific ocean a. 


• Siberian railroad might he divided 
i Li.i-ee sections—western, central 


and eastern. Tho first of thuse, or west- 
ern portion, extends from Techeljab^ak 
to Kolgwan, a city lying on the river 
Ob," a distance of about 1SOO kilo- 
meters. This part of tho road traver^a 
a seemingly endless desert. There is no 
vegetation, and all necessary materiel 
for the construction of the road has to 
be brought from the Ural mount a'UB, 
Tl'ii:h divide European from Asiatic 
iu.:aia. A great many jthridgps over 
small streams must be built, and these 
will be constructed entirely of wood, to 
bo reolaced later on by steel and iron 
structures. 


The second section, from Kolgwpn to 


Irkutsk, the capital of Siberia, will be 
about 1700 kilometers long. Horo a 
bridge of 850 meters length over the 
river Ob will be bnilt. 
The larger 


towna on thia division are Tombsk and 
Kraenojarek, The Russian government 
commenced to build this PC'.tion in 1893 
and it will be finished by liHX). .Numer- 
ous highways and bridges on this divis- 
ion make tho construction work vdy 
difficult. The bridge over the i,vt,r 
Jeuissai, near Krasnojarsk, Willbeabout 
IC'JO mtjlttra long. The material for the 
construction of this division is bronjht 
by pr-'iimer through the Tee gea and up 
the river Jeniseai from Rusaia to Kraa- 
nojarak. 


The third or eastern pirt will connect 


Irkutsk with Vladivostok, the distance 
belni; 40CJ kilouietera. This division 
was commenced in 1891. The •diflknl- 
tica on thia division are enormous, 
amongst others being a tunnel four k'lc • 
metsrs in length. The road runs around 
the Baical sea, and to facilitate mat121 a 
the Russian engine are have laid a rp'l . 
across the sea on the ice. which in W'n- 
ter in from ten to twelve feet thick. 
Over this construction trains are ii'u. 
The rocd fum here to Vladivostok 
will be comparatively easy to be bu*'t *»i 
it will parallel the river Amur and en' if 
the province of Manchuria, Chinese :ar- 
ritory, near Chabarowka, whence f i» 
other line will be built into China to 
Port Arthur. The last 750 kllometeu 
from Chabarowka to Vladivostok have 
been completed already and this part of 
the road is in running order. Two thou • 
sand engines, 3COO passenger cars and 
30,000 freight cars will comprise the roll- 
ing stock of the railroad. 


California has for the last twenty 


ye-ira provided Vladivostok and East- 
ern Siberia with flour, salt beef, tallow, 
butter, canned fruit and coal oil. Every 
year sailing vessels carry these got is 
over there, and the more this now BO 
Httlo known country is opened to ciw'i- 
zation the more will California's L-om- 
merce be extended. For dried fiuita 
also and live stock there should be a 
market in Siberia, as Russians aro great 
fruit eaters, and live stick haa been for 
a long ti'iio imported from Corea. The 
bseved from this much troubled k'ig- 
dom are not larger than a good-B:zed 
calf in California, and the meat is rather 
coarse. On the other hand there is & 
fine opportunity to catch and ceo sal- 
mon and otaer fishes for export from 
there, an industry which haa not been 
started, but which would prove on in- 
spection a very profitable one. 
No 


country in the world, California not pr. • 
cepted, is so rich in gold and minerals 
as certain portions of Siberia that are 
being opened by the new railroad. One 
company alone on tho River Amur t \ • 
ploys 4COO miners. Americans, nn a 
rule, are welcome in Siberia, wKle 
other foreigners are not sowellli^ed. 
When direct connection by steam- 
ers between Vladivostok and Ban Fran- 
cisco is an eafiblJ8hed fact American 
capital and energy will find a good open- 
ing there for investment. At present 
the whole commerce of that region is in 
tbe hands of German houses, and these 
have tr^ome wealthy. 


The government seat for Eastern Si- 


beria is Vladivostok, a city of about 
40.0C3 inhabitants, mostly 
Chinese, 


Japanese and Coreans. 
The Great 


Northern Telegraph Company, a Danish 
concern, has ita headquarters here, con- 
necting Vladivostok with St. Peters- 
burg on one side and Vladivostok with 
China and Japan on the other. One 
hundred thousand soldiers, not counting 
the navy, are stationed in and around 
Vladivostok. 


Other material, however, is required 


to develop this great country than £DB 
dirty, lazy Russian, who has no ambi- 
tion and who thinks that the govern- 
ment owes him a living. Repeatedly 
have trials bean made to start settle- 
ments by providing emigrants from 
Rusaia with land, houses, implements, 
cattle and horses, and even oats, barley 
and other seed to cultivate the rich 
plains, but the results were very unsat- 
isfactory.

A much larger number of cbildre 


were cured for in 1896 than in 1895 
During January the number in th 
home was 22, in February 28, in Marc 
35, April SO, May 29, June S6, Jnly 31 
August 3(, September 46, October 44 
November 35 and December 28, an aver 
age of 33 per month. The large numbe 
in the months of September and Octo 
her ifl accounted for by the frnit work 
many being placed in tbe home torn 
porarliy while their mothers wore 
gaged in the packing houses. 


Two epidemics of meaales, one iuJuly 


and one iu December, caueed muc 
trouble and anxiety, bat all lecovero 
without any bad results. There wer 
five deatbs during the year, three o 
which were from cholera Infantom, om 
from consumption and one from genera 
debility. 


Earlj in the year it became appareu 


that tne capacity of the Mott hous 
(where tbe orphanage is still located 
though one of the largest in the citv 
would soon be Insufficient for the rap 
idly increasing family. It was there 
fore determined to make another effor 
to induce the Board ol Supervisors t 
put up a plain, serviceable house, suil 
able to the needs of such an institution 
where the children could be kept ii 
good health. 
A committee waa ap 


pointed to confer with the board on thi 
matter, consisting of Miss Hatch, Mia 
Eshelman, Mraes. Oothout, Oraycrof 
and Merriam, with the result that a 
motion, made by Supervisor Letcher 
eeconded by Mr. Garrett, was usam 
mougly carried to make an appropria 
tion of $SQOO for such & building.

Where the District Could Obtain 


Water If They Proved 


Valueless. 


F. P. Murray, assessor of the Sunset 
rrieation District, was in town yester- 
day and waa questioned by a REPUBLICAN 
eporter regarding the report that some 
of the water rights purchased by the 
irectors were of no value. Asked what 
he district would do for water if the 
water rights boaght by it should turn 
out invalid, Mr. Murray eaid: 


"The title to some of our water rights 
is never been questioned, but were we 
o lose all the water rights we ehoald 
till have Tulare lake to fall back upon. 
'he lake, which is fed by five streams, 
would furnish plenty of water all the 
•ear and wonld make one of tbe best 
rrigation systems under the inn.' 
"Ia the water of the lake fit for irri- 
ation purposes? It IB said tbat it is 
ull of alkali." 


'The shallow water near the borders 


n impregnated with alkali, and would 
ot do for irrigation, bat the water for- 
ler in is of excellent quality, and aa 


good for irriealiun purposes as any river 
water. In order to conduct the good 
water upon the laud without iia coming 
n contact with the alkali water, all that 
wonld be necessary would be to dredge 


trench in the bottom of the. lake and 
ay a pipe in the trench from deep water 
o the. shore, and continue the pipe 
'eBtwardtoapoiutaeartheold"adobe." 
'he pure water could be pumped out by 
n engine run by electricity generated in 
10 Sierras. 


If this were done the district would 


aye the best irrigation system in the 
;ate. It would command more water 
tan it needs and every acre could ba 
heaply irrigated, iacludinK the highest 
and." 


Asked what the district 'could do 
bout the bonds paid ont for water 
ghts, Mr. Murray said: 
"Every dollar of the bonde and other 
tdebtednesB must be paid in gold coin 
tbe district holds together. The di- 
ctore were acting as the agents of the 
nd owners at the tfme these bonds 
ere paid out and the bonds are scat- 
red all over tbe United States and 
jme are held in Europe by men who 
orient them for investments.

There 
ias been considerable sickness amone 
aogs owing, probably, to the ill manner 
in which they are kept, and the health 
officer had to stop slaughtering from two 
droves. Dr. Adair stated that he had 
suppressed a number of nuigancea dur- 
ine the past montb. and that malignant 
contagious diseases had been leas prev- 
alent during December than for several 
months preceding. 


He reported that there had been 19 


deatha during December and 27 births, 
the latter being divided into 16 malea 
and 11 femalee. 


The game warden reported that he 


had made an examination of tbe fieh 
ladders in thia county and found tQem 
satisfactory ia every particular. In 
examining tho canals and ditches lie 
found two that had screenings not in 
strict conformity with tlie law. In- 
etructed by the state board of fish com- 
miesionerB, the game warden notified 
the Singer Lumber Company to desist 
from dumping aawdust in the streams. 
The game market lias been very short, 
aays the warden, especially in ducks. 
The scarcity of the latter ia attributed 
to the lack, of feed, caused by the vora- 
cious carp.

proval of tho chamber as a whoie; for 
\ny plans projected, or demands made, 
liave received your support. It has 
been the aim of your officers to follow a 
conservative course at all times, and 
thus merit the distinction, always to be 
desired, of being a consistent aud digni- 
fied commercial body. The many com- 
munications that have been received 
from other similar organizations may bo 
referred to as evidence of a gradually 
widening reputation, and illustrate the 
value of this body in bunging tbe city 
of Fresno and her large interests into 
close relations with other cities." 


Mr. Eriggs expressed some surprise 


that tbe membership of the chamber 
had not increased more rapidly when 
the purpose of tho organization was con- 
sidered. At the opening of the year the 
members numbered 100, and thirty-one 
names bad been added. Twelve had 
been dropped for non-payment of dues 
and one member had died, leaving tbe 
present membership 101. 


Tho receipts of tbe chamber during 


the past year aggregated J1348.80, and 
tha disbursements $1121.95, leaving a 
halanco of $226.85. 


"Onflof the pleasine features ia that the 


expenses and obligations of the chamber 
have always been promptly met," con- 
tinued Air. Briggd. 


".Regular monthly meetings of tho 


chamlrar and weekly meetings of the ex- 
ecutive committee have been 
held 


throughout the year, and a fair attend- 
ance has been had. Besides these, sev- 
eral repecial meetings have been called 
for tne consideration of pressing import- 
ant matters. It is worthy of mention 
that during the year not one disturbing 
or discordant element has manifested 
itself. While discussion has been unre- 
strained, the result has universally been 
harmonious. 


"Without wearying you with details, 


you may find a review of tbe more im- 
portant matters considered of some in- 
terest. 


"In March a committee consisting of 


five was appointed to take up iu connec- 
tion with a like committee from the One 
Hundred Thousand Club a discussion of 
the raiein situation in this district. This 
committee was later increased to eight 
from each body, and considerable time 
was given to the subject. This eventu- 
ated in a permanent committee of five, 
to which was assigned the task of secur- 
ing the co-operation of growers and of 
bringing about a harmony of action be- 
tween them and the packers. Of the 
time and energy given to this work yon 
have been fully informed. While the 
result 
was somewhat disappointing, 


there ia reason to think that to the work 
thus done was largely due the adoption 
of the improved method of marketing 
raisins which obtained last fall and 
which gave to producers quite satisfac- 
tory returns. 


"In April tho matter of encouraging a 


frnit cannery to locate here was dis- 
cussed. Again joint action was had and 
a fund 
was subscribed, aggregating 


about $1100, which was given ae a bonus 
for R cannery. The cannery was estab- 
lished and did good work during the 
frnltseason. 


"In Juno your secretary, W. S. Bad- 


ger, handed in his resignation and W. 
B. Dennett was choaen to fill the va- 
cancy. 


ticipation of a luge cumber of vuitorn 
at the opening of the Vitley railroad.

*n order was p&ued granting to the 
committee the earn of #200, wnich wa» 
promptly ptid. The Hoard of Super- 
visory hive in every instance, when 
uked for assistance, shown * diipoai- 
tion to favor the chamber in any way 
they could, and it ia due them that this 
recognition he made. 


"The holding of a district Citrui Fair 


was mentioned early in tbe year, but 
the matter did not take definite form 
until October, when a committee o! eix 
wad «t>i>oiuteii to take it in hand. Tlie 
fact that the chamber favored it waa 
accepted by the coinmuniiy as evidence 
that a Citrus Fair could be successfully 
held. 


"The generous guarantee secured gave 


confidence to tut* committee and en- 
couraged them to procKed with extensive 
arrangements. 
How 
etliciently 
the 


work was done you all know, Tlie suc- 
cess of the fair waa to quite an extent 
due to the generous assiatanf-B of the 
press, kith here and elsewhere through- 
out the valley, and particularly in San 
Francisco. Particular mention ia due 
the San Francieco papers for courtesy 
shown aud for tneir very elaborate de- 
ecriptiona of the exhibits and the fair as 
a whole. 


"On the ISth of October a 
ipecial 


meeting of tho charaber was called for 
the purpose of meeting J. A. Filcher, 
secretary and manager of the State 
Board of Trade. Mr. Filcher came here 
to interest the people of Freauo county, 
and particularly tbe fruit growers, in 
tbe Hamburg Exposition, which la to be 
held in April of this year. After hear- 
ing the able presentation of the matter 
assurance waa given Mr. Kilcher by the 
chamber, of such support in securing 
products for exhibition as was in its 
power to give. 


"I suggest that this matter ia import- 


ant enoiiuh to enlist further attention 
on our part. 


"Amone the note-worthy events of 


the year, the death of Mr. Arthur 
Dinkplapiel should not bo overlooked. 
Thia is the first death that haa occurred 
iu the chamber since the association 
wag organized, and bis death took a use- 
ful and honored member off our Hat."
